In recent months the gardeners have 
replanted the window boxes outside the 
library in Grove Road and added summer 
planting to its flower-beds. They have 
weed-sprayed the alleyways and all 
round the village centre, planted up the 
Green Lane bed, three nearby pots and 
the small bed near the CCA shop. 


They have also added to the bed outside 
Daisy's and are working out how to 
combat the bindweed in the flower-bed 
outside Occasions. 


They have also scrubbed the bus shelter 
and the telephone box in the village 
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Wood Lane this autumn. The conversion 
follows The Co-operative Group's £1.56 
billion acquisition of the Somerfield 
supermarket chain last year.”

Uri, the guide dog-in-training, was 
guest of honour at a Brownie pack 
meeting recently. 


second Kidmore End Brownies invited Uri 
and his trainer Jill Stewart to help them work 
towards their Friend to Animals badge. 


Henley-based puppy walker Jill fold the 
girls that seven-month-old Uri was starting 
to behave like a teenager at home and 
becoming a little headstrong! 


“He is just coming into adolescence and is 
starting to decide and think for himself, which 
is good, but he also needs to know how to 
behave. 


“Being a puppy walker is great,” said Jill. “You 
get the best and worst of the dog's life. Seeing 
it discover the world for the first time with 
butterflies, snow, even people's toes, is fun 

but you also get the barking at night and the 
house training.” 


Uri, a Labbrador/Retriever cross, went fo live with Jill 
when he was six weeks old and will stay with her 
until he is just over a year old. 


In that time he will have to learn to ignore loud 
noises such as motorbikes, hedge trimmers 
and fireworks while navigating safely between 
A. and B. He will also need to cope with 
automatic doors and escalators. 


When Uri starts working as a guide dog he may 
need to memorise up to 50 different routes and 
be able to recognise them by name. In future 
he may be told, “Post office”, for example, and 
be expected to take his owner there. 


said Jill: “People offen wonder how guide 
dogs know when it is safe to cross the road. 
The guide dog must get its owner safely to 
a road or junction but if is up to the owner 
to initiate the move after first listening for 
traffic and checking in front of them with 

a white cane.” 


Uri’s training will take two years. He will retire 
when he is about nine and be rehomed to a 
suitable, new family. During the course of his 


working life he will be funded by Guide Dogs at 


a cost of around £40,000. 


All of Guide Dogs’ funding comes from 
Charitable donations and if relies largely on 
volunteers to care for and train its dogs. 


The Brownies, wno meet at Christ the King 
church hall, in Sedgewell Road, have so 
far raised more than £160 for Guide Dogs. 
They've sold toys and vegetables, made 
cards, cakes and chocolate fudge, walked 
dogs and even washed cals. 


Brown Owl Jess Higson said: “I'm really 
delighted with all the girls’ fundraising efforts. 
They've done so well.”

One of the chief responsibilities of 
sonning Common Parish Council 
is the upkeep of the village. 


The council has set aside £16,000 for 

new doors for the village hall. It has also 
contributed towards the installation of new 
toilets and flooring, re-decoration and the 
re-furbisnment of the clock tower. 


The council is further responsible for the 
alleyways throughout the village; street 
cleaning; the cutting of some grass verges; 
the allotments in Horsepond Road; the 
maintenance of Widmore Pond; and 
having all of the village’s general and dog 
waste bins emptied. 


The extensive refurbishments of the Lea 
Road and Baskerville Road children’s play 
areas, totalling nearly £100,000, were down 
to the parish council. 


Around £25,000 has been earmarked to 
refurbish the village’s remaining play area,

to start there later this year. 


The parish council has three committees: 
general purposes, which looks after all of 
the above; finance, which manages the 
council's money; and planning, which 
advises South Oxfordshire District Council 
on local planning matters and deals with 
advertising boards in the village. 


To carry out ifs work, the parish council 
receives £55,000 a year from the 
Government. Its budget, or precept, has 
remained at this level for the last five or six 
years. 


The council currently has a reserve fund 

of £175,166 - of which £68,683 has been 
earmarked for specific projects such as the 
Churchill Crescent play area and the new 
village doors. 


Council chairwoman Patricia Hughes said: 
“We have a healthy reserve fund so if 
anything crops up we can deal with it.”

fo deoate’? 


The question of whether 
sonning Common 

Parish Council is acting 
democratically has been 
under scrutiny recently. 


Following reports in the Henley Standard 
about power struggles within the parish 
council, residents have been left wondering 
what councillors do and why there is so 
much division between them at present. 


The issue being hotly debated is whether 
decisions taken by council committees 
should be discussed and debated by 

the full 12-member council before a final 
decision is taken, or, simply rubber-stamped 
and put through. 


The argument centres on the workings of 
the general purposes committee, which 

is resoonsible for maintaining the general 
village environment. 


Council rules state that the general 
purposes Committee is advisory to the full 
council, which means thot all of its decisions 
have to be ratified by the full council.

In theory, the rules allow the full council to 
debate and discuss committee decisions. 
However, in practice, full council members 
are permitted to only ask questions and 
vote rather than debate committee 
decisions further. 


some councillors, including Douglas Kedge, 
Chrissie Phillios-Tiloury, Tom Fort and Barrie 
Greenwood, believe this is undemocratic 
and full council should have more of a say 
in the decision-making process. 


An equal number of councillors, including 
council chairwoman Patricia Hughes, are 
happy to keep the status quo. They fear 
more talking at full council level would result 
in fewer decisions being taken. 


speaking at a full council meeting in June, 
councillor Tom Fort, from Wood Lane, said: 
“| do not understand how it is possible for 
full council to ratify decisions if it is unable to 
debate those decisions. 


“Madam chairman, you have told me that 
we are not here to debate but | believe we 
are here to debate.”
